The new Army figure was an 
increase of 10,127 over that 
announced a week ago, but 
only about half the rate of in- 
crease in recent weeks, The 
drop apparently reflected a 
comparative lull between the 
break-through from the Brit- 
tany areas, and the heavy 
fighting near the German bor- 
der.

“Resolved, by the Senate the

“That the Congress of the United 
States expresses its belief in the 
world-wide right of interchange of 
news by news gathering and dis- 
tributing agencies, whether indi- 
vidual or associate, by any means 
without discrimination as _ to 
sources, distribution, rates or 
charges; and that this right 
should be protected by interna- 
tional compact.” 

Congress voted to recess today 
to Tuesday, Nov. 14—a week after 
the national elections.

UNITED STATES PACIFIC 
FLEET HEADQUARTERS, Pearl 
Harbor, Sept. 21 (AP).—A total of 
7645 Japanese have been killed so 
far in the American invasion of 
the Palau Islands, Adm.

W. Nimitz reported last night. 
The figure includes 600 enemy 
dead on captured Angaur. 

The rest were killed on Peleliu, 
morth of Angaur, where Nimitz’s 
communique said bitter enemy re- 
gistance was continuing. It made 
mo mention of American losses in 
the campaign. 

Nimitz reported “slow progress” 
fn heavy fighting by the First 
Marine Division on Pelleliu, where 
the Japanese had the advantage 
of rocky, timbered elevations. 

(A more optimistic report came 
from the battle scene last night in 
a broadcast by Webley Edwards, 
representing the combined Ameri- 
an networks. Covering one day 
mere of fighting than was en- 
compassed in the official] com- 
munique, Edwards said the Mar- 
ines have won all but a small 
strip on the northeast coast of 
Peleliu.) 

Fierce Heat, Rugged Terrain. 

The communique for the first 
time told of enemy air action 
@gainst the Palau invaders, say- 
ing a Japanese plane dropped two 
bombs near American positons on 
Angaur Monday nght but caused 
mo damage. 

The estimated Japanese loss of 
7045 men on Peleliu covered vir- 
tually three-fourths of the esti- 
mated 10,500 enemy on the island 
when the invasion was launched. 
Officers on Peleliu described the 
rocky, cave-pocked terrain of the 

‘ Negarekeuk hills north of the cap- 
tured airport as the worst yet en- 
countered in the drive westward 
across the Pacific. 

There were numerous heat pros- 
trations as the Marines fought 
inch by inch among the ridges 
and gullies. Gains were limited 
to 75 yards in an entire day at 
gome places. 

“This is the roughest ground 
you could ever find to fight over,” 
was the way Col. Lewis B. Puller 
of Saluda, Va., described it. 

The Marines mopped up remain- 
ing resistance in the Ngardololock 
Wwillage area. 

A small, unnamed island off 
the northeast corner of Peleliu 
was occupied by the Marines with- 
out any report of resistance. 
MacArthur Bombers Hit Davao. 

Hitting again at the inner rim 
of Japanese defenses, Liberator 
bombers from Gen. Dougias Mac- 
Arthur’s Southwest Pacific com- 
mand pounded installations in the 
Davao area, at the southern end 
of the Philippines, with- 120 tons 
of bombs. Many explosions and 
fires were reported. There was 
mo interception. 

A new airfield was reported 
started on Angaur.

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OPA SAYS PRICES 


CAN BE HELD, EVEN 


WITH PAY RISES 


Asserts Many 1942 Costs 
Can Be Maintained if 
Wage Increases Are 
Not Too Large. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21 (AP). 
Office of Price Administration 
economists said today they believe 
that reconversion prices can be 
held to 1942 levels in many cases 


even if the War Labor Board's) 


wage formula is cracked. 

For the second time in a week 
a WLBE panel held yesterday that 
the 
modify wage controls, stating that 
the Little Steel wage .ceiling can 
be broken to keep earnings 
abreast of the cost of living. 

The OPA goal of 1942 prices 
on commodities can be achieved, 
OPA economists say, if wage in- 
creases allowed do no more than 
compensate for loss of overtime 
pay when the 48-hour week is 
abandoned. 

A more substantial boost would 
be another story, an OPA official 
said today. 

Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles has said that u. number of 
manufacturers have indicated 
they expect to put 1942 price tags 
on consumer goods produced when 
Germany is defeated. It is not 
known whether these plans take 
into consideration a possible wage 
adjustment. Bowles has declined 
to comment on the pay issue. 

The WLB panel did not rec- 
ommend the 17-cent hourly wage 
increase demanded by the CIO 
United Electrical, Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers, but said it could 
be granted. A week ago another 
panel which reviewed a wage rise 
asked by CIO Steel Workers made 
similar findings. 

Mentioning no industries spe- 
cifically, OPA economists say 
that some manufacturers probably 
could absorb the cost of a wage 
increase to counterbalance elimi- 
nation of premium pay, and still 
make a profit at early 1942 prices. 

They say that in the case of the 
Steel Workers, whose petition for 
a higher wage is being studied by 
the WLB, it has been estimated a 
pay increase of about 8 per cent 
would be within these limits. 

Manufacturers of consumer dur- 
able goods, it was held, probably 
could aborb a moderate wage in- 
crease, since prices of metals have 
been held fairly stable during the 
war and are likely to continue un- 
der ceilings during reconversion. 
Other cost-saving factors are tech- 
nological improvements and de- 
velopment of high production 
rates.

U. S. Squad Seizes Canal Lock From Sleeping 
Guards—Captain Forces Gestapo Men to 
Point Out Mined Buildings.

MAASTRICHT, Holland, Sept. 
20 (Delayed).—An attempt by the 
Germans to flood and blow up a 
large part of this ancient Dutch 
city, as a sort of farewell present, 
went to pieces due to the com- 
bined courage and headwork of 
the Dutch underground and the 
American troops working with 
them. 

The flooding stunt was frus- 
trated by a band of American en- 
gineers, who captured the lock on 
the Maas Canal which the Ger- 
mans had mined with the inten- 
tion of unleashing a 20-foot head 
of water onto the city. 

Sneaking up to the canal bank 
under direct observation, engineers 
under the command of Lt. E. G. 
Gro of Emmons, Ia., lowered rub- 
ber boats down its sheer side to a 
point where eight American infan- 
trymen, hiding in a tunnel, caught 
hold of them. 

The American squad then low- 
ered itself and the boats to the 
canal surface and, accompanied by 
Gro, paddled 500 yards along it 
to the lock. There they over- 
powered a German officer and 
four men they found asleep and 
prepared the way for a larger 
force, headed by Lt. Col. Paul 
McCollum of Highpoint, N. C., to 
occupy the lock. They were in 
position when 90 Germans came 
along to blow the lock and were 
neatly put into the bag. 

When TNT, concealed in a 
piano, blew up a building in the 
city, Capt. Melvin C. Handville of 
Syracuse, N. Y., knew the answer 
to the situation. 

Capt. Handville had arrived at 
the Gestapo headquarters in 
Maastricht less than an hour after 
the Gestapo had left and had 
seized three men who were busily 
destroying documents. Handville 
took these hardies on a free tour 
of the town in which he gave them

“The most spectacular as well as 
the most important single resource 
(of TVA) is water power. The 
TVA therefore applied itself to 
harnessing the existing water re- 
sources in the unruly Tennessee 
River. The river has been tamed 
by a system of gigantic dams; it 
has been made almost completely 
fit for navigation as part of some 
5000 miles of inland waterways; 
and its tendency to destructive 
flooding has been reduced.

LONDON, Sept. 21 (AP), 

HE United States has more 
T than 100 aircraft carriers in 

commission and many more 
building, “a fact of ill omen to 
Japan,” Jane’s Fighting Ships 
Says in its 1943-44 edition pub- 
lished yesterday. 


The new editor of the authori- 
tative Naval publication contrasts 
American seapower expansion, 
which has continued at a tremen- 
dous pace, with the decline of 
the Japanese Navy. 

Noting that the 45,000-ton bat- 
tleships Musasi and Yamato are 
believed completed, Jane’s says, 
“there is little else of note to re- 
cord about tne Japanese Navy 
except that its list of losses is 
lengthening.” 

The publication says United 
States Naval power will be aug- 
mented by the 45,000-ton Missouri 
and Wisconsin, “due for commis- 
sioning in 1944,” and notes that 
“new cruisers have been com- 
pleted recently in numbers con- 
siderably exceeding losses.” 

United States ships listed as in 
service at the start of 1944 to- 
taled 4167, excluding landing craft 
and vessels without motive power, 
it continues, adding “this im- 
mense program has been carried 
through, moreover, without over- 


looking the necessity for modern- 
izing older ships.” 

Japanese shipbuilding resources, 
according to Jane's are manifestly 
unequal to the task of replacing 
losses that have been observed, 
while the German fleet is without 
a single capital ship and now “no 
longer appears to be making any 
serious attempt to replace losses.”

He Suggests Wage Cuts 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

There seems to be in the newspapers, 
trade magazines, etc., an opening bar- 
rage paving the way for an increase in 
wage rates, some of which, if anything, 
are already too high. 

Now, a good many individuals, firms 
and trades have been frozen in their 
pre-war prices. Landlords have had 
their rents frozen, the steel manufac- 
turer has had his prices frozen. 

In place of starting another spiral for 
higher prices for labor, higher prices 
for farmers, and making necessary in- 
creases in wages for servicemen, Govern- 
ment employes, state and municipal em- 
ployes, school teachers, clerks, etc., 
would it not be more to the interest of 
all concerned to take these individuals, 
groups, classes, trades, etc. that are 
responsible for this 25 to 48 per cent 
increase and put them back at the lower 
level at which most businesses have 
been forced to operate” 

Outside of a couple of items, we have 
to sell our merchandise at pre-war prices, 
While it has made our margin un- 
comfortably close, many businesses like 
this one can’t stand any more increase 
without getting more ourselves. If some 
of the industries and trades, raw mate- 
rials, etc., that have had such phenom- 
enal advances were reduced a little, it 
might save us from a steeper fall later 
on and make the next depression a less 


severe one.

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A Plot for World War III 


The history of World War I’s last days is being 
ominously repeated. In the late summer of 1918, 
the German militarists realized they had lost the 
war, and grimly began laying their plot for the 
next one. The plot succeeded, the next war came, 
and now that, too, is lost. So a new conspiracy 
begins for a third attempt to conquer the world, 
as is proved by a secret official document obtained 
by Joseph Driscoll, a special correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch, and published in this news- 
paper yesterday. 

It is the duty of German officers to save them- 
selves by retreat, says this icily calculating docu- 
ment, to form the nucleus for the “unavoidable 
third contest for leadership of the world.” No 
matter what happens to their men (“At all times 
we have found troops in sufficient quantity”), 
the Officers’ Corps must be preserved, as’ it was 
preserved in 1918. On that occasion, the war- 
planners simply went underground. The Allies 
were slack and careless, so the German General 
Staff set itself up in new offices; kept its maps, 
plans and archives intact, and began drafting the 
blueprints for World War II. 

Will the Allies allow this to happen again? 
Will they be so trusting or unconcerned as to let 
the German military caste survive this war? The 
document Mr. Driscoll has unearthed should be 
a shocking eye-opener to those who want to tem- 
porize again and let the German war-makers go 
their way after their coming defeat. 

We eliminated the Kaiser in World War I: 
we will eliminate Hitler and his gang in this 
war. That is only part of the job, however. It 
is the military clique, the reactionary industrial 
group and the Junker class who, in addition to 
the Reich’s nominal rulers, have made Germany 
a menace to world peace. There can be no real 
security until all are removed or made powerless, 
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Just waiting, now, to hear Goebbels on the Ger- 
man radio that New York, New Jersey and Con- 
necticut, destroyed by Aryan God Wotan for 
plutocracy and international Jewry, have been 
blown six fathoms deep into the Atlantic.

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Setback in the Convention 


The die-hard objectors and spoilsmen in the 
Constitutional Convention, after many defeats, 
have at last killed one of the meritorious sections 
they opposed on final reading. Their victory, if 
it proves permanent, will not vitally impair the 
draft of the new Constitution, but it does remove 
a provision that promised to speed up legislation 
and to hamper the lobbyists by limiting the size 
of committees in both houses of the General 
Assembly. 

Committees now are so large that it is difficult 
to get a quorum, debate is protracted and respon- 
sibility is divided. All this simplifies the work 
of the lobbyists. Some members belong to so 
many committees that they cannot give adequate 
attention to the business of any. But appoint- 
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ments to committees are politicians’ assets, so it 
is clear that the opponents of the proposed reform 
are playing the game of the partisans. 

It is not surprising to find the convention’s 
obstructionist bloc playing this game, as it has 
done for 12 months, but it is disappointing to 
find enough of the conscientious delegates to 
knock out the section being taken in by their 
argument. The argument was: the convention 
has no right to control the Legislature in making 
its rules, This may sound convincing, but it 
overlooks the basic fact that all the State Gov- 
ernment’s powers flow from the Constitution, 
and that the people’s delegates in the convention 
can submit any changes or additions that they 
think advisable, 

The argument is phony, and its results are a 
backward step for the convention. (Can't this 
mistaken decision be reconsidered and corrected 
before the convention closes?

To Abolish the Electoral College 


The Mirror

New York Representative offers bill to aménd Constitution by 
voiding “unnecessary, mischief -breeding™ device for choosing Pres- 
ident, and explains dangers; shows how it can be used to thwart 
voters’ will; abuse would mean catastrophic turmoil in midst of war. 


From Statement in Congressional Record by Representative Emanuel Celler 
of New York, on June 15 


I have this day offered a bill proposing 
an amendment to the Constitution which 
has for its purpose the abolition of the 
useless, cumbersome electoral 
college. This contrivance for the indirect 
election of the President and Vice President 
must be discarded. 

Too few people realize that they do not 
vote directly for President.and Vice Presi- 
dent and that at the polls in their various 
states they elect mere automatons, called 
electors, who are supposed to cast their 
votes in accordance with the wishes of the 
majority of the voters in such states. 

However, it is possible for these electors 
to refuse to be mere robots. Under the 
Constitution, they*are not compelled to 
vote as “instructed” by the popular vote.

How Electors Can Cheat 


Under the practice now obtaining, the 
voters on election day cast their ballots 
for Democratic, Republican or other party 
electors. They vote for these electors en 
bloc. There is no voting for individual 
electors. When a voter goes into a booth 
he votes for the entire list of Republican 
electors or Democratic electors. However, 
it is possible for Republican or Democratic 
electors not to carry out the mandate of 
the voters. 

A revolt is brewing in some of the South- 
Some of the Democratic lead- 
ers, notably in Texas, Mississippi, South 
Carolina and Louisiana, have threatened 
to have their electors “uninstructed.” 

They threaten to have the presidential 
electors from these states—who ordinarily 
would be pledged to vote for Roosevelt— 
disregard the choice of the Democratic 
national convention, and force them to vote 
either for Dewey or for some Democrat 
like the distinguished gentleman from Vir- 
ginia, Senator Byrd,

Election Deadlock Possible 


If such tactics are successful and the 
vote for the presidency and vice-presidency 
is otherwise close, these electoral votes of 
these Southern states might be sufficient 
to prevent the election of Roosevelt or 
might prevent a majority from 
either Democratic or Republican candidate, 
in which event the election for President 
would be thrown into the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the election of Vice Presi- 
dent into the Senate. 

If the election is thrown into the House, 
then each state has only one vote, regard- 
less of the number of Representatives it 
has in that chamber. Such a contingency 
in the midst of a war would be no less 
than catastrophic. 

Twice before in our history, the election 
was thrown into the House of Representa-

tives and as a result of political logrolling, 
turmoil and self-serving interests, the can- 
didates receiving the largest popular vote 
were not chosen, In both instances, proc- 
essés which were the very antithesis of 
democracy prevailed. 

Certain forces in both parties are bent 
upon putting a broomstick between Roose- 
velt's legs and to prevent his re-election. 
The unnecessary, awkward,emischief-breed- 
ing electoral college lends itself beautifully 
to this purpose. 

The amendment to the Constitution abol- 
ishing the electoral college which I have 
offered today cannot, of course, be acted 
upon before the ensuing election, but the 
attention of the nation must again be 
drawn to the dangers lurking within the 
mechanism known as the electoral college, 
I liken it to the appendix—unnecessary, 
but subject to festering and inflammatory 
ills. 


A Catalogue of Defects 


Its most patent defects may be briefly 
summarized: 

1. The electoral college is an unnecessary 
go-between between the will of the people 
and the final choice for President and Vice 
President. 

2. It is undemocratic In that it disenfran- 
chises a large segment of the popular vote 
by ignoring the minority vote. 

3. It encourages non-voting by minorities 
in states that are known to be definitely 
one party or the other. 

4. It can thwart the will of the people 
as it did several times in our past history. 
John Quincy Adams became President al- 
though Andrew Jackson received the ma- 
jority of popular votes, as did Rutherford 
Hayes when Samuel J, Tilden had the ma- 
jority vote, and as did Benjamin Harrison, 
although President Cleveland received the 
majority of the popular vote,

‘Jefferson and the Press,’ by Frank LL. Mott. (Lee- 
isiana State University Press, Baton Reuge). 
Thomas Jefferson's pioneering, violent, 

ambiguous relations with the press are 

related more conclusively than they are 
evaluated in this monograph by the dean 
of the Missouri School of Journalism. 

Dr. Mott believes in the tradition against 
a President’s participation in journalism; 
yet Jefferson, lacking the device of the 
interview, and needing as much as every 
other President to have access to the news- 
papers, may be condoned, he feels, in his 
“methods of occasional suggestion to 
friendly journalists.” 

Jefferson's secretiveness about it may be 
considered either “a fault” or “no more 
than reasonable discretion.” His denial 
of influencing the press at all is a point 
of ethics which Dr. Mott ignores, 
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This study its, in short, interesting as a 
synthesis, but too inconclusive to be a 
critique. On only one major question does 
the author present a conclusion: he holds 
that, despite all the vituperative attacks 
which journalists made upon him, Jeffer- 
son maintained unwaveringly his faith 
in the newspaper as the most important 
element of a free society, more important 
even than government itself. 

Jefferson was in fact a manipulator and 
subsidizer of the press all his public life, 
As Secretary of State in the first Cabinet, 
he gave Philip Freneau a sinecure clerk- 
ship to enable him to establish the National 
Gazette. Elected President, he induced 
Samuel Harrison Smith to establish the 
National Intelligencer. He encouraged 
Thomas Ritchie to publish the Richmond 
Enquirer. 

The opposition Federalist press responded 
with “trial by canard.” It pictured Jeffer- 
son as an infidel, and New Englanders 
were said to have hung their Bibles down 
their wells for safety when he was elected 
President, The grammar and diction of 
the Declaration of Independence were 
severely criticised, the reading of it on the 
Fourth of July was protested, and the 
whole document was called “that false and 
flatulent, and foolish paper.” His honesty 
was impugned. He was accused of mi 
cegenation. His friend Thomas Paine w 
condemned as “a drunken atheist.” 
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Jefferson was long philosophical, thoug 
in passing cynicism he said: “I really loo 
with commiseration over the great body o 
my fellow citizens, who, reading newspe 
pers, live and die in the. belief that the 
have known something of what has bee 
passing in the world of their time.”

He particularly questions the 
management of TVA by a board of 
three directors, each having equal 
authority. He suggests a better 
method might be a part-time board 
which would have the power to 
select a single administrator on 
whom would fall the full respon- 
sibility for operating manage- 
ment, He points out that the ex- 
isting board found it expedient to 
create the office of general man- 
ager, thereby to some extent over- 
coming the disabilities of admin- 
istration inherent in the three- 
member board. 

Another suggestion put forward 
is that of an advisory council, He 
rejects the idea of substituting for 
the present board a regional gov- 
erning board whose membership 
might be representative of the 
various political units involved, 
but, he adds, “a comprehensive 
advisory council is a different 
matter. The TVA consults various 
occasional advisory bodies on spe-

Emphasis on Collaboration. 

“The emphasis of the TVA on

ical reaction of the body may be carried too far and hamstring 
a person’s social effectiveness. To become calm in any new 
situation, you must first realize that you have distinguished 
company by the millions. The greatest orators of the world 
were all victims of stagefright at the start. Secondly, to change 
a situation from a “new” experience to a “familiar” one, you 
must meet it scores of times. Applied to public speaking, this 
means you must make at least 100 talks before you can expect 
to become poised and assured. So teach a Sunday school class, 


where you can make 52 talks per year.

NE of the most valuable des- 
0 serts is a baked custard. It is 

so easily digested and go nu- 
tritious that it is as popular in 
the diets of the sick as well as 
the hale and hearty. Further- 
more, it is accepted by people of 
all ages. The toddler enjoys it; 
men in their prime enjoy it and 
they continue to as long as they 
live. Because’ of its allround 
popularity, one would assume that 
every man, woman and  ohild 
would know how to make a per- 
fect custard. But the number of 
cooks who make a perfect custard 
are much rarer than one would 
guess. The chief mistake made is 
overcooking. Egg coagulates at a 
temperature considerably below 
the simmering point, or around 
180 degrees F, This is the reason 
why cooking in a water bathis rec- 
ommended and that water should 
never get hot enough to go higher 
than the occasional bubble stage. 
The test made for doneness by 
sticking a sharp pointed knife 
in the center to see if it comes 
out clean is misleading, and when 
a custard gives this test it is 
really overcooked and tiny holes 
appear at the outer edge of the 
custard cup. The custard cup 
holds heat and the custard is 
bound to continue cooking for a 
few minutes after it is removed 
from the oven. Therefore, the 
custard should be slightly under- 
done, or soft right in the middle, 
but should give a clean-knife test 
at the edge.

Three slightly beaten eggs, one- 
quarter cup sugar, two cups 
scalded milk, one-eighth teaspoon 
Salt, one teaspoon vanilla. 


Mix eggs with a fork. Add 
sugar to warm milk to more 
readily dissolve sugar. Mix all 
ingredients together. Pour mix- 
ture through strainer into cus- 
tard cups. Place in water bath 
and bake in 325 degrees F. oven 
for 40 minutes or until set.

MEAL IN ONE: FISH STUFFED TOMATOES AND POTATO PIE. 


HERE’S a lot of fish in the 
+ United States right naw, and 

we're in the midst of the big- 
gest catching season of all. Most 
of us don't eat nearly as much of 
it as we should. One reason is 
that we don’t know interesting 
ways to serve it. Fish loves sauces. 
It needn’t be just fried or boiled 
and served just as it comes from 
the pot or the pan. Dress it up. 
Serve it with other foods which 
enhance its charms. 

Fish Stuffed Tomatoes. 

Six medium tomatoes, two cups 
cooked or canned tuna, fish or 
salmon, one-half cup medium 
white sauce, one-fourth cup grated 
cheese. 

Cut a slice off top of each to- 
mato, scoop out inside, leaving a 
shell. Sprinkle inside of tomato 
with salt and pepper. Break up 
fish and mix it with tomato pulp, 
cream sauce, and cheese. Fil to- 
mato shells. Bake in moderate 
oven- (350 degrees) for 15 minutes. 
(A cup of chicken, cooked, may 
be substituted for the fish.) 

In the same oven with these 
tomatoes make the beautiful po- 
tato dish you see in the center of 
our photograph. 

Lemofty Potato Pie. 

One-half cup melted vitaminized 
margarine, one cup dry bread 
crumbs, two cups mashed potatoes, 
one-fourth cup real mayonnaise, 
three-fourths teaspoon salt, two 
teaspoons grated lemon rind, one- 
and one-half teaspoons. lemon 
juice, one-half cup milk, three eggs 
(separated), strings of parsley. 


Combine margarine and crumbs. 
Line an eight or nine inch pie 
plate or shallow casserole with 
this crumb mixture. Combine po- 
tatoes, mayonnaise, salt, lemon 
rind, lemon juice, milk and beaten 
egg yolks. Beat egg whites stiff. 
Fold into original mixture. Bake 
in moderate oven (350 degrees) 45 
minutes. Garnish with sprigs of 
, parsley. 

Snap beans or other green vege- 
tables add the perfect touch for 
color and flavor to this meal-on- 
one-plate. 

There’s lots of chicken around 
and will be, from all appearances, 
until at least the first of the year. 
Use it once or twice a week as a 
substitute for meat. 

Cheese and eggs are other top 
meat substitutes. Make a baked 
entree of cheese and eggs like this 
one. : 

Cheese-Stuffed Eggs. 

Six hard-cooked eggs, one-half 
cup grated cheese, one-fourth tea- 
spoon mustard, one-fourth dried 
basil, one-fourth teaspoon Worces- 
tershire sauce, one cup medium 
cream sauce, Shell cooled eggs 
and slice them in half, lengthwise. 
Remove yolks and pulverize with 
a fork. Add one-fourth cup grated 
cheese, the mustard, basil and 
Worcestershire and mix well. Stuff 
eggs with this mixture and place 
carefully in a shallow baking dish. 
Pour in cream sauce, mixed with 
the other one-fourth cup of cheese, 
and bake in 400 degree oven 20 
minutes.

The truth about such learning 
is that it is useless until it is put 
into practice. The learner must 
apply the truths of history, sci- 
ence, mathematics and the rest to 
his everyday way of life. He must 
learn to look at history in the 
light of his daily behavior,

light on what men may do, It af- 
fects their conduct. Else why 
bother about it? Mathematics are 
to be applied to daily service— 
after all, they are but the measure 
of man’s knowledge about the 
world about him. They come down 
to much and less, as applied to 
actual) conditions, 

Boys and girls are graduated 
from high schools, ready for col- 
lege, who cannot tell you what 
their expenses are, how much 
money they need for a_ term's 
work, nor how to manage it when 
it is in their hands, nor how to 
get it if they have to do so on 
their own. That is the simplest 
kind of applied mathematics, but 
they are at a loss to apply it. 
Much of our education is just as 
useful as that, and all because 
loving parents say, “I had it hard, 
He shall have it easy.” 


There is no kindness in allowing 
the girls to sit idly admiring their 
shining nails while mother does 
the dishes and clears the kitchen. 
There is no kindness in letting 
the boys sit about the radio, le 
on the couch, drive about in the 
car while father does the furnace, 
the porches, the cleaning of the 
cellar and the polishing of the 
car.

HE other day in my corre- 
T spondence was a letter from a 

woman, a house mother, who 
said she kept a clinical thermom- 
eter in the home but when she 
took her temperatures the other 
day it was closer to 99 than to 98, 
and she had always thought that 
Normal temperature is 98. I con- 
fess this shocked me A _ full 
knowledge of the use of the clin- 
ical thermometer is part of the 
basic and fundamental equipment 
of life, upon which may depend 
the welfare and happiness and 
even the lives of every member of 
a family. 

Besides the ignorance is inex- 
cusable because on all clinical 
thermometers an arrow is en- 
graved on the scale pointing to the 
normal temperatute of the human 
body which is 984-5 degrees Fah- 
renheit.

I SAY A FULL KNOWLEDGE 
of the use of the clinical thermom- 
eter should be part of every house- 
wife’s mental equipment, because 
in these days of doctor shortage 
the most certain way to answer 
the question as to whether a mem- 
ber of the household is sick 
enough to need a doctor is to take 
his temperature. If he has a fever 
he probably needs a doctor. If the 
temperature is normal he probably 
can wait. There are exceptions, 
but it is a good general rule. 


Besides the arrow pointing to 
the average normal temperature, 
there are two other’ technical 
points about the _ clinical ther- 
mometer that should be mastered, 
First, afterit registers the column 
of mercury willstay stationary in- 
definitely. This is accomplished 
by a bubble in the column just 
above the bulb and requires that 
the column be shaken down be- 
fore a new recording is made, The 
other point is that the column of 
mercury is very small, and the 
thermometer is designed in a tri- 
angular shape, so that by getting 
the column just under the apex 
of the triangle it is magnified for 
easy reading. To do this requires, 
as most of you know, a little prac- 
tice, 
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THIS SIMPLE LITTLE instru- 
ment, like so many of our house- 
hold utensils, has been brought to 
its present state of perfection only 
after arduous struggles, trials and 
errors, by many earnest men. 
Knowledge of body temperature is 
a very recent development in the 
history of medical progress. Ther- 
mometry itself only began about 
1600 with Galileo. Fahrenheit 
lived from 1686 to 1736. 


As late as the Civil War, Dr. W. 
W. Keen began as a brand-new 
idea to take the sick soldier’s tem- 
perature. He carried around a 
thermometer so big He had to tuck 
it under his arm, and the only 
temperature he was able to read 
was that of the armpit. But soon 
after our convenient clinical ther- 
mometer came in. A German pro- 
fessor, Traube, took the first con- 
tinuous, or rather hourly, reading 
through one day on himself. And 
another German professor, Wun- 
derlich, in 1868, published his 
study on the thermometer of the 
human body in various conditions, 
making classic charts of all the 
fevers, and founding our present 
science of clinical thermometry 
once and for all. 


Whet every doctor wants to 
know first about every patient is 
temperature, pulse rate and res- 
piration. If those are normal he 
feels pretty satisfied. Of them 
temperature is the most reliable. 
Pulse and respiration can be in- 
fluenced by excitement or emotion; 
not so temperature. Indeed, one of 
the most wonderful phenomena 
about this wonderful body of ours 
is that it maintains its tempera- 
ture exactly at the point of 98 4-5 
all day, every day, year in and 
year out, in hot weather or cold,

She Relaxes by Raising Rabbits Contract | 


Rabbit Business Helped to Solve Daisy Nirdlinger's Health Problem.

ABBIT raising may sound like 
R a strange remedy for heart 

trouble, but Daisy Nirdlinger, 
who has been doing it for five 
years now, recommends it to any- 
one who has to escape the stress 
of a business career, 


A heart condition forced Miss 
Nirdlinger to give up her ‘posi- 
tion in the advertising business 
and retire to the country. A year 
of complete rest, her physician 
told her, might repair to some ex- 
tent the damage to her health 
which more years in an office 
than she care to remember had 
brought about. 


“But before the prescribed time 
was up,” she explains, “I realized 
that 1 would have to have some- 
thing to occupy my time and 
give me a new interest. So I 
took up rabbits. I recommend 
them to anyone who wants to be 
busy but relaxed.” 

One of the first women in St. 
Louis to go into advertising, Miss 
Nirdlinger was organizer and 
first president of the Women’s 
Advertising Club in 1917. A vice- 
president of the Fisher-Wilson 
Advertising Company here when 
she retired, she is proud of the 
fact that she had a part in launch- 
ing the national advertising cam- 
paign of the locally-manufactured 
Listerine. She still loves advertis- 
ing, and keeps a finger in the 
printing business as a director of 
the board of the Garrison-Wagner 
Printing Company. But five years 
have passed since she “took to 
the hills,” and her new. business 
of breeding rabbits is profitable 
and pleasant.

HEN she became ill, Miss 

Nirdlinger went to her small 

farm, comprising 14 acres of 
hills overlooking the Mississippi 
near Kimmswick, Mo. There in the 
little stone house built from rocks 
picked up on the land, she decided 
that living in the country was the 
cure for half the nervous ills in 
the world. Someone advised her 
that raising squabs for com- 
mercial use was easy and profit- 
able, so she bought a few birds 
to experiment with. 


“T tried raising squabs for six 
months at great expense and dif- 
ficulty,” she confesses. “But I 
never understood them. Neither 
my helper nor I seemed to have 
the knack of caring for them 
properly. They would die in spite 


of everything.” One day I went 
in to town to see a special demon- 
stration of methods for raising 
squabs and saw at the same ex- 
hibition some prize rabbits. I de- 
cided that my bird venture was 
a mistake, and that the rabbit 
business was the solution for me.” 

Starting with a few rabbits, 
Miss Nirdlinger built up a_ busi- 
ness In three years which §pro- 
duced an average of 80 rabbits per 
day for meat, others for fur and 
breeding. Rabbit meat, which is 
considered by many as more deli- 
cate and tasty than _ chicken, 
proved to have a ready market at 
St. Louis groceries, and the skins 
were equally in demand by fur- 
riers, “Since the war, I have not 
been able to produce rabbits in 
quantity for eating because of the 
labor shortage, but I find that the 
skins are still popular, and so are 
my prize rabbits for breeding. My 
hutches have only about 150 rab- 


_ bits now, but I hope that I can 


raise larger numbers later.” 

There is a lot to know about the 
rabbit business, and Miss Nird- 
linger says that five years is not 
nearly enough time to learn all 
you should. “Rabbits need a great 
deal of care,” she points out, “and 
the rules are not all in the books, 
They must have something to nib- 
ble at 24 hours a day. Then they 
must have plenty of water, The 
experts say that a rabbit needs 
three times as much water as 
food. In the summer, the contain- 
ers for water in each hutch must 
be kept full at all times, and in 
the winter you must constantly 
guard against the water freezing. 
When a rabbit cannot drink, it 
gets sick, and often dies. Thank 
goodness, my brother, Pat Nird- 
linger, who is an inventor, is visit- 
ing me now and has designed a 
water container which will not al- 
low the water to freeze at any 
temperature. 

“You might 


think that the 


————- 


a 


larger the litter of baby rabbits, 
the better your profit. But I nev- 
er let one mother Keep more than 
eight babies—that’s the maximum 
they can care for. But we often 
take the extra babies and give 
them to another mother which has 
a smaller litter—being careful to 
put salve on the end of the doe’s 
nose so she won’t know she has 
some stepchildren. Many a time 
I have taken a litter of baby rab- 
bits away from a poor mother-—- 
one which is ill or disinterested in 
her babies, and brought them to 
the house. I feed them with an 
eyedropper every hour or so, and 
manage to save them.” 


Among the long-eared pets in 
Miss Nirdlinger’s collection are the 
beautiful, pink-eyed New Zealand 
Whites, the gray chinchilla, the 
black and white Holland Checker, 
the New Zealand Red and the 
coal-black bunnies called Himala- 
yas. Although she doesn’t name 
her rabbits, she has her favorites. 
In her collection, kept purely 
from sentiment, is a sad-eyed red 
buck, whose great age shows in 
his creaky legs, his thin coat, 
spotted and worn. “He was my 
prize buck for breeding meat rab- 
bits,” Miss Nirdlinger explains. “I 
think I owe him his food and 
Keep until the end of his days.”

NE of the novelties around Miss 

Nirdlinger’s farm, which she 

calls “Daisyland,” are her dogs. 
She keeps four or five of them 
and has them so trained that they 
never bother the rabbit hutches. 
Around her little house, and scat- 
tered over the hills are feeding 
stations which she keeps filled 
with seed for the birds, In a little 
valley she raises peonies for com- 
mercial sale, although she apolo- 
gizes for the lack of a conven- 
tional flower garden around her 
home, “Il just haven't had time for 
flower beds, but I do everything Il 
can to encourages the wild flow- 
ers native to this vicinity.” 


Although she lives alone, Miss 
Nirdlinger literally keeps the 
latch-key out all of the time for 
guests. “Nothing pleases me more 
than to have friends come for a 
day or a week or a month. If 
they're sick, and need attention, 
that pleases me more, ‘Daisyland’ 
has proved a restorative for more 
than one tired friend.” 

If you're ill, Miss Nirdlinger’s 
advice is to move to the country. 
When you feel better, she’d have 
you raising rabbits.

West led the club jack. Declarer 
counted his tricks and found only 
two spades, four hearts, two dia- 
monds, and three clubs, a fotal of 


11—which was exactly what he 
made! Down one, with 150 aces. 


South either should have bid the 
nand better, ending up in a six 
spade contract that would have 
been a lay down, or he should 
have played better at his actual 
contract. There was precisely one 
chance to get the fulfilling trick, 
barring some atrocious discarding 
by one defender or the other. 
At some point, before giving up 
control of any suit, declarer 
should have led his low diamond. 
East would have won and re- 
turned, let us say, a club. Now 
declarer would run off every top 
card in his hand. This would be 
extremely irksome to West, who 
would soon find that he would 
have to relinquish either his spade 
or his club stopper. 

The only prerequisite to this 
squeeze was that the same de- 
fender would have to guard spades 
and clubs, which was not at all a 
remote chance, and which in any 
event was better than no chance!
